AND SLUGGINGS. 


Chicago Police Expose Plots 
of Painters’ Council, 


Anseles.! Decent Members Powerless to 


Prevent Outrages, 


Committee Paid Thugs at so 
Much Per Assault. 


(BY DIRECT DisPaTCH. 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Aug. 25.—The police today 
disclosed sensational details of mid- 
night plottings, vandalism, sluggings 
and murders associated with the 
Painters’ District Council—secrets 
gathered only after hours of patient 
toll and clever detective work. These 
disclosed a committee of three, vested 
with powers surpassing that of the 
President. So secretive were their 
methods that even members of the 
union were ignorant of their author- 
ity. They were called trustees. 

According to Capt. Morgan Collins 
of the Central] Detail Station, members 
of the union who deny knowledge of 
slugging dy their brother members 
may be telling the truth, as the work 
of this department was carried out 
with all the secrecyt which might go 
with a secret lodge.

Collins, by Thomas D. Shepler, who 
was thrice shot by Charlies Victor be-

SLUGGING KEPT QUIET. 

“This slugging work was never dis- 
cussed at the meetings of the district 
council, at the meetings of the union 
or at those of various locals,” said 
Capt. Collins, “It was directed and 
carried out solely by the board of 
trustees, who picked men to carry 
out their bidding. 

1 have the statement of Geimer 
himself shat he signed a certain num- 
ber of blank checks every month and 
that he was allowed a day's pay by the 
union for doing so. These checks 
were filled out by Lawrence P. Linde- 
lof, secretary and treasurer, at the 
direction of the trustees for all kinds 
of ‘committee’ work. Silugging and 
vandalism came under this heading. 

“Although this underhanded busi- 
ness was carried out secretly, members 
of the union suspected that their own 
men were doing it, but only ® a few 
instances have I able to learn 
that they dared to raise their voices 
against it af he union meetings. 
When thev a they were taking great 
chances, as one specific case will show. 
Frank Frankenburg, who has a wife 
and several children, is the example. 

Frankenburg several times raised 
his voice against the union employing 
sluggers and twice he was beaten into 
u for his pains after 

g the meetings and later ex- 
from the union. 

“Frankenburg is still walking the 
streets, and every time he finds work 
he ts discharged by his employers as 
soon as these sluggers find him. 

“At least four men were employed 
regularly to do this sort of work, and 
they looked to the trustees for their 
pay. That is the reason that Vic- 
tor escught out Shepler and demanded 
thaf he be paid $1000, which he 
claimed was due him. Shepler denied 
to me that he ever employed Victor 
or anyone else to slug men or destroy 
the property of the owners of open 
shops. He said he never favored 
such tactics in organized labor, but the 
evidence I have is overwhelmingly 
against that statement. 

“He admitted to me that he once 
employed Victor to work for him as 
a painter when he was foreman for a 
firm which built elevators. He also 
admitted that he had given Victor $15 
only a few days before the fatal 
shooting to tide him over for a few 
days. 

“The four men who were regularly 
employed had the use of a big black 
automobile, the number of which was 
changed each time they went out to 
do a job. They sallied forth in the 
night with a list of alleged unfair 
shops and eſther broke windows or 
broke into the business places and 
destroyed ofl, paints, enamels, wall 
paper or whatever else they might lay 
their hands on. When the way was 
clear they also watched their oppor- 
tunity and slugged men in the day- 
time when they found them working. 

AFTER WRECKING GANG.

MORE LIBERAL. 


Taft Speaks to the Unitarian 
General Conference. 


Says Religion is an Essential 
in any Man’s Life. 


Work of a Certain E 
is Severely Criticised. 


(BY A. P. NICHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25.—Re- 
ligion was proclaimed an essential in 
man's life and in his relations to the 
state, in an address delivered here 
today before the National Unitarian 
conference by William Howard Takt. 
president of the conference and for- 
mer President of the United States. 
Unitarianism, Mr. Taft sald, was of 
service in offering a creed compatible 
with free scientific inquiry and he as- 
serted that, on the firing line of mis- 


sionary activity, advocates of sterner 
creeds become broadened and liberal- 


ized. 

Toward the end of his address he 
spoke at some length of a widely- 
known evangelist whom he did not 
name, criticising his methods and re- 
sults as “an ephemefal manifestation 
of religious excitement.” He depre- 
cated any movement to oppose this 
man's attacks on the Unitarian church, 
because there was no common ground 
for argument. and “in mere epitheti- 
cal assault we have restraints that 
would — us at great disadvantage.” 

Mr. ft spoke at the opening of 
the business sessians of the twenty- 
sixth biennial general conference of 
the Unitarian and other ristian 


churches. 
“The for the infusion of 
religious spirit into the prevailing 


morality for the purpose of giving it 
life and persistent infivence is a fact 
that every one who studies the — 
of a people from the standpoint of 

a republic administrator or govern- 
ment must recognize.” he said. 

“The study of man's relations to 
his Creator and his responsibility for 
his life to God energizes his moral 
inclinations, strengthens his self-sac- 
rifice and restraint, prompts his sense 
of paternal obligation to his fellow- 
men and makes him the good citizen 
without whom popular government 
would be a failure.” 

CHURCHES MORE LIBERAL. 


Mr. Taft traced tne spread of re- 
ligious tolerance from the Middle 
Ages, when, he said, there was none, 
to the present time, where he found 
“evangelical churches growing more 
liberal.” Unitarians, he said. “deny 
that they lose the essence of Chris- 
tlanity when they ve up miracies, 
the Virgin birth, and 4 special di- 
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ivinity of Jesus. They have always 
emphasised the life of Jesus in His 
teaching of love as the foundation of 
all things spiritual and the motive and 
end of the Kingdom of God.” These 
views, he said, had “liberalized the 
attitude of many evangelical churches. 
That the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation directors must be of orthodox 
faith did not trouble him. he said, 
because the “whole administration is 
now so Catholic and liberal and world 
wide in its usefulness.”

VERPRODUCTION? NO! 

The wolf of “overproduction” is for- 
ever being dragged to the fore to frighten 
and depress. At the present moment, in the 
face of the most bountitul harvest ever 
known in California and in the United 
States, we are told that there is “too much” 
of everything—that our products must go 
to waste for lack of markets. And yet the 
Department of Agriculture in its Year Book 
shows that in 1912 we imported into this 
country fresh, dried, prepared or preserved 
fruit to the amount of $29,600,000, and in 
1913 to the amount of $28,700,000. With 
the exception of bananas and pineapples 
all of this fruit might have been raised 
and preserved at home. Why, so long as 
we pay out such sums for foreign fruits, 
should odr peaches and apricots rot in the | 
orchards? There is certainly something 
wrong in our handling of the situation or 
our markets could not so fall down. 

We are told that there will be a large 
surplus of wheat and other grains this 
year. And we imported grain and grain 
products to the value of $9,000,000 in 1912 
and over $7,000,000 in 1913; while our im- 
portations of the single item of macaron! 
and spaghetti reach almost $5,000,000 an- 
nually. We pay out annually about $3,000,-

WEFT FROM THE PACIFIC. 

A majority of the stock of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company is owned by the 
Southern Pacific Company. This fact caused 
the boats of the company to be excluded 
from the Panama Cana! under the operation 
of the act of Congress repealing the tolls 
exemption law. It is altogether probable 
that if the seamen’s law had never been 
enacted the ships of the Pacific Mail would 
have been transferred to a new corporation 
organized to receive them, in which new 
corporation the rafiroad company would 
have owned no stock. But such transfer 
would have made no difference with the 
operations of our Pacific Ocean mercantile 
marine, for the boats when transferred to 
the new company would have continued to 
run in the Orient trade the same as before. 

The seamen’s bill created different con- 
ditions, and the boats, instead of being 
transferred to a new corporation, were sold 
to the Atlantic Transport Company, which 
will use them in its South American trade 
and possibly in the traffic with New York 
via the Panama Canal. 

But ft will not continue them in the Ort 
ent trade, because the seamen’s law—es 
pecially the language restriction clause— 
makes it as impossible for the Atlantic 
Transport Company as it would have been 
for the Pacific Mail Company to compete 
with the steamers of the Japanese line 
which carry Japanese crews, receiving 
Japanese wages, and which are therefore 
run at much less cost than American ships. 

The seamen’s law, while it will drive 
American ships from the Pacific Ocean, 
will be of no advantage to American sailors." 
It will give to no sailor better wages, bet- 
ter food or better treatment. The language 
clause will not affect the manning or man- 
agement of ships on the Atlantic. There 
is an abundance of Russian, §candinavian, 

i, Italian, Spanish, GreeK and Portu- 
guese eailors and coal passers and deck- 
hands who unders*-nd enough English tc 
comprehend the orders of the ships’ officers 
and there are plenty of mates and captains 
who speak enough Scandinavian or Italian 
or Spanish to give orders in the languages 
of those countries. So that the Japanese, 
who will now conduct the Orient freight 
and passenger traffic on the Pacific, will 
have no inducement to send their ships to 
the Atlantic. 

All the special pleas made by newepa- 
pers afflicted with the anti-corporation 
rabies, in favor of retaining the foolish 
seamen'’s law, will probably not avail to 
keep that monstrosity among the Federal 
statutes. The action of Secretary Redfield 
indicates that the administration recognizes 
that it made a mistake in promoting its 
passage, and the law will doubtless be re- 
peajed or so modified as to enable the At- 
lantic Transport Company or some new 
Pacific corporation to recover the Pacific 
Ocean traffic which has been thrown—tem- 
porarily at least—into the hands of the 
Japanese companies.

HE PRICE OF WHEAT. 
Speculation has been rife as to the 
unexpected cancelling of wheat orders in 
America by fiscal agents for the allies. 
Coupled with the chipping of a large amount 
of gold bullion from London to New York 
a not unnatural inference was that the 
finances of the allies were in a shaky con- 
dition and their credit exhausted. Now, 
however, the wheat market is becoming 
bearish and a 4ifferent* aspect has been 
placed on the action of the British buyers. 
lens just now point to an early opening 
of the Dardanelles rather than a financtal 
weakness in London. The report that the 
British have succercsfully landed a large 
force to cut the line of communication of 
the Turkish troops defending the peninsula 
of Gallfpoli ts significant. Italy’s deciara- 
tion of war on Turkey, the military activity 
of Rumania and Bulgaria are also signif- 
cant. With Russian wheat avaliable with- 
in two or three months the price of this 
prime necessity, in spite of war times, may 
fake an unexpected drop.

Rev. John M. Linn, C.M., prominent 
for many years as a member of the 
faculty of St. Vincent's College, and 
president of that institution during 
the years just preceding the tenure of 
Bishop Glass, died yesterday after- 
noon in the Sisters’ Hospital as the 
result of an iliness contracted three 
years ago in St. Louis. Since January 
of this year Father Linn had been 
confined at the hospital. 

Father Linn was born in Baltimore. 
Md., fifty-four years ago. As a young 
man he received theological instruc- 
tion at Germantown, Pa. In 1890 he 
came to California to become a mem- 
ber of the faculty of St. Vincent's Col- 
lege. Following the death of Father 
Meyer, about eighteen years ago, Fa- 
ther Linn became president of the in- 
stitution. 

He held this position until 1901. 
when he was called East. Father 
Glass came to Los Angeles af the time 
as the new head of the college. 

Father Linn spent many years in 
New Orleans and St. Louis. It was 
while in this latter city three years 
ago that he contracted a severe I- 
ness. As his health failed rapidly he 
was sent back to California to re- 
cuperate. For a short time he ral- 
lied, but was forced at last to go to 
the hospital.

Our 
international relations have been upon 
a basis of absolute selfishness and 
greed. In the light of what we are 
doting today the formal agencies of 
religion and education seem to have 
worked in vain.” 

Dr, Prichett made a strong appeal 
for a method of education which 
would develop in every man the abil- 
ity to “see out of his brother's win- 
dow and understand his brother's 
point of view.” 

“A year of this great war has just 
ended,” he said.

INANCIAL PLAN 
FOR VIADUCTS. 


COUNCID TO DEFINE METHOD 
OF TAXATION, 


; Policy to be Pursued in Provid- 


Definite plans for providing for the 
city’s share of the cost of grade- 
crossing elimination in the industrial 
district were discussed by the Gen- 
eral Viaducts’ Committee yesterday 
and within a few days the committee 
will present a resolution to the Coun- 
cil proposing a definite financial policy 
in the matter. 

According to Chairman Topham lit- 
tle progress can be made toward re- 
alizing the viaducts plans untl the 
property owners affected are informed 
as to the financial programme. The 
question has several angles, but. in 
the opinion of members of the com- 
mittee, the most important is whether 
the city’s share of the expense should 
be borne by an assessrment district 
or by the whole city. Mr. Topham 
| and some of the committee believe 
that, in justice to all concerned, there 
Should be an assessment district for 
the viaducts, but they also favor a 
distribution of the city’s cost on a 
‘basis that will call for only a small 
assessment on the property in the in- 
' dustrial district. leaving most of the 
city’s share to be borne by the tax- 
payers at large. And many of the tax- 
payers at large think this is no time 
to saddle an extra burden upon them. 

As outlined to date, the committee 
proposes that the railroads shall pay 
at least half of the cost of the via- 
ducts and the other half be divided 
between the city and the county and 
the street rallway lines. 

“The preposal to center activity at 
present on the Macy, Fourth and 
Seventh-street crossings is apparently 
meeting with general favor.” said 
‘Chairman Topham yesterday. “These 
win make a good beginning and I de- 
lieve ‘their benefite will be so pro- 
nounced that the other viaducts will 
be demanded soon.”
